Burleigh Wins in Gallant Fashion in a Close 
Finish — Winning Long Shots 
Are Numerous. 



Oakland. Cal., DecemlM*r 31. — Tlie pretensions 
of the favorites were swept asbie, and outsiders 
and s«‘<*ond elMiiees held swa.v in every one of the 
six races at Oakland tiKhiy. The starter eontrih- 
lited ruateri.*illy to this iiiLsutisfaetory state pf 
affah-s. Dwy«*r’s work was of the crudest descrip- 
tion, and In the fifth rai*** he capped the cliuia.x 
to a long series of blunders at the barrier by 
sending the field awa.v witlmiit Beeehwooil and 
Magrane, the first and seiinid ehoieea. Tlie first- 
iiained was left aiisidiitel.v and only cantered the 
journey, but Magraue’s namesake was sent after 
the leaders in a siiieidal attempt to overtake them, 
eventnall.v landing a close fourth. 

The public sustained its severi*st finam'ial reverse 
111 the chief race, the Greeiibrac Handicap, in which 
Arklirta, dlu*- best supported favorite of the after- 
noon, suffered an unwmmonl.v bad defeat with Mil- 
ler up. Frank Farrell’s east-off was backed to the 
exclusion of almost every ether hoi*se in the raei*. 
Burleigh, with odds recoiling steadily in the liettiiig. 
earned a brilliant and dcj'lslve .victory, wh»*r**uH 
Arkliii.i was .M-emingl> lir.aSh- to lui.-i- i*isu». t..M. 
gallop. 

lae forward running of tlie in(*onipreli**nsiide 
Clondlight evoked ilcrlsive h»*oting. EverylMMly ’.lopcd -1 
for her defeat during tin* last sixteenth’s gruelling 
struggle lietween the pair and a great elieer went up 
when Bnrh*igh got his head. in front in the very 
last stride. 

Walter Miller’s winning ride on -\1I Aldaae in the 
thin! race was the real outstanding feature of the 
da.v’s siN>rt. 

.\n aftermath of scandal has devehqieil from the 
defeat of Boas in the last race on. Monday. Jack 
Keene’s gelding was an even-money favorite and 
finisiied iinplaeed. Several layers w’ith short bank- 
rolls overlaid tlifuiselves ou lh»as throughout the 
betting. Kei*ne disiniss<*d joi*key McIntyre fi^* his 
service forthwith, leaving the Inference th^k his 
hoi*se was dishonestly rldilcn. 

The forward running of Sister Frances was one 
of tlie unpleasant features that cropped up during 
the afternoon. .Rogers the owner, has been riding 
Lentz on the mare in five-furlong sprints. Tmlay 
the alert stewards would not allow him to sub- 
stitute a good jix*key for his pliable stable bo.v, 
with the result that the latter Imiigled the job and 
Sister Frances w’as just lieaten in a race she should 
liave w’on.

KING’S PLATE FOR THE NORTHWEST. 

Lord Minto Advocates Royal Donation for 
Manitoba and Alberta. 

.\ umveiiunt is on f<H»t to establish races such as 
the King’s Plate <>f the Ontario Jmkey Club, yearly 
the fenturc of the Toronto iiu‘etiug, at sev4*ral 
points in western Canada. There is hanlly any 
t«>wii of size in the muthwest territories that has 
not a race track and the people of th«* region are 
ktHMily interested In both the contest and breeding 
side of the turf. Lord Minto, former Governor 
General of Canada, took the idea up at a recent 
dinner in I»ndon. In the ctuirst* of a si>eech Lord 
Minto alluded to the great race meetings of the 
Ontario Jockey Club ami made sjjceial mention of 
the g«HHl that had iM'cn achieved b)' having sncli a 
ract* as His Majesty’s Guineas on the club’s pi-o 
gram. He thought it might pcrhni>s l»e highly ad 
vantageous if similar plates were donated to .Mani- 
toba and the northwest territories as an eneour 
agt'ment to the more general use of the thor- 
oughbred sire in that region. 

Following tin* idea out a corresi>ondent of the 
Canadian Si>ortsm:in, writing from Edmonton, one 
of the new’ and great northwest territories’ towns, 
writes as follows: 

“There is no doubt that one or more King’s Plates 
in this western country would be of imiuciise benefit 
t«) the bic(‘diug of thoroughbreds. We have the 
greatest country on earth for raising them, and 
only want more encouragement. Water, soil an«l 
climate are all tliat could be desired, while oui- 
hilly country gives the host of feet, and develops 
muscle. Our high altitude is also most beneficial 
t(» the lungs and our bunch grass excels the far 
famed Kentucky bine grass. All this has been 
proved and with the limited oportunitles we have 
had, we have sent some goo<l ones to the races— 
notably, May W., a winner of forty-five races. All 
Smoke, a great winner up to seven or eight years 
old, and the dam of w’inners, Plumeria, a winner 
up to six years of age, a grand broodmare and 
dam of six winners, including the stake horse. Sir 
Wilfrid. Dora I. was also a good winner. Those 
horses were all brt*d in Alberta and are a few of 
the gtKHl (Mies that I can remember, but there 
were many others from Albi*rta. our sister pro- 
vinces and British Columb’ ' that have made good 
at the races. 

“As regards the King’s Plate (when we get it), 
in my bumble opinion the restrictions which make 
this race at the Wo(xlbiue, although a great scxdal 
event, a farce as far as bringing out the best On- 
tario-bred horses, for very few of the small breed- 
ers or owners can afford to keep a g«x)d tw’O-y ear-old 
a maiden even for the honor of winning the King’s 
Guineas, and therefore only the culls are eligible. 
The winners of this race since it was first started, 
with a few notable exceptions, could hardly win a 
cheap selling race and their time has been e<iualled 
if not beaten by oiir western horses on half-mile 
tracks. I honestly believe that some of our half- 
bred cow horses could run a mile and a quarter in 
2:14 or better on a goo<l mile track like the Wootl- 
biiie. I had one of these half-bred horses some 
years ago that ran a mile over the half-mile track 
at .Medicine Hat in 1:50 with 122 pounds up— this 
was without training, as he was only taken off the 
bunch grass a few days lK*fore the race. 

“The western King’s Plato should bo in the fomi 
of a handicap for western-bred horses w’hieh have 
not raced outside of Canada, with penalties and al 
hovances, so as to bring all our best home-bred 
horses together.” 

NEWCASTLE STABLE’S YEARLINGS. 

New York, Deceinl>er 31. — In the New’castle Stable 
are eleven yearlings in charge of trainer Tom 
IVelsIi, six colts and five fillies. This is a promising 
band and was picki*4l with a great deal of care. 

A hay colt by Garry Hermann — Run of Luck is 
a ha?f-brother to Ace High, but a much better 
h*oki:ig youngster. He has good size, standing 
13.2, and throughout is well muscled and racy look- 
ing. 

The stable l»oasts of a half-brother to McChes 
ney in the bay colt by Sempronius — Manola Mason. 
This is an cv4‘iily balanced colt, not <iuite as large 
as the first nainiHl, wrill make a fair-sized horse 
and has the apiH*arancc of a racer. 

.\nother bay is by Si'mproiiius — Cereta and from 
his make-up he should be a very quick and active 
colt. His conformation is very giaal all over. 

.V lengthy chestnut colt on short legs is the 
half-brother to Hnnttessn. by Nasturtium — Sayonora. 
This colt’s shoulders ami spevdy hatkiug quarters 
are very taking and he ought to race well on both 
his breeding and bx>ks. 

A useful l<x>klng e«dt is the bay by Golden Maxim 

Mi.<s Landeman. He is a light made, leggy, 
rangy sort an«l shouhl be useful, though not strongly 
put up. He should come to hand early. 

.V chestnut colt by Peep o’Day — Thought needs 
n<» excuses, as he has size and <iuality. He might 
Im‘ called the correct one of the lot and no doubt 
will bo iis(>ful next season. 

.V racy good looker on short legs is a ch4*stnut 
filly by Golden Maxim — .Mary Stuart. This one has 
a finely cut hc*ad and neck and her quarters are 
well turned for a filly. She has show’u speed and 
may race early and well. 

-V smart looking miss, although somewhat weedy 
and leggy in apiK*arance, is the brown filly by Dr. 
-MacBride — Alabama II. She is a full sister to Jim 
K«*lly and shows some giMxl i>oint8 in her length 
aiul gootl quarters. Should be ready for the early 
meetings. 

The brown filly l»y Blackstqck — Pond Lily, is the 
pretty one of the bunch. She is well put together 
on .short legs and her make-up all over is of tin? 
la st. She certainly has sp<*e<l. 

The Sandringham — Ilomosiain filly has spleiidW 
head and neck, gooil dci»th through the girth and 
quarters that mark her as a high-class one. 

The bay filly by Ben Stroim^ — Sinndrift, is put 
up on the old-fashioned line of the Bonnie Scot- 
land family. She should run fast and campaign 
ail season. 

Taking the stable all through, two-year-olds and 
ol<l horses, it may be a hard stable to beat. All 
tl’.o colts and fillies w’cre carefully selected as they 
are every year by Mr.' Welsh.
